A CONFIDENT DEMOCRAT. 

The only happy people are the Democrats. 
Judge Kinne, the candidate for Governor, is 
in the city greeting his friends with the 
broadest of smiles. Today he was inter- 
viewed. How has the political situation, in 
your opiniqn, been modified by yesterday’s 
convention?“ ‘ 

“Not in the least,“ was the reply. The 
Republicans did just what it has been evi- 
dent for the last two months they would do, 
and what every well-informed politician 
predicted.” : 

» What, in your judgment, will be the po- 
litical effect of the defeat of Day?“ 

“Judge Dav's defeat will strengthen our 
ticket very much, and especiaily the judicial 
part of it.” 

“ What will be the effect of the prohibition 
plank in the Republican platform? Will it 
lose the party votes In addition to those who

Maryland sent the only organized body of 
ex-Confederate soldiers, in command of Gen.

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AN OLD-TIME BLOW. 


The Cyelone That Laid Natehes Low in 
1840. N 
[New Orleans Times.|—Forty-three years 
ago, Natchez, if not quite so populous as at 
present, was a city of considerable busi- 
ness and general importance. Thursday, 
May 9, 1840, at 2 o'elock in the 
afterneon, a hurricane from the south- 
west struck the city of Natchez, and in 
two minutes of time, as some of the 
survivors then declared, most of the city was 
laveled to the ground and the shipping in 
the harbor hopelesly wrecked. Hundreds of 
people were drowned in the river or killed 
outright under the ruing of their homes, see 
— more were maimed and mangled. e 
ublic buildings, churches, stores, and ware- 
ouses, the A of people, from 
the palatial mansion to e umblest 
cabin, were mingled in one general 
ruin. There were in the river, tied up at 
the landing, nearly 100 flatboats loaded with 
produce from the far northern tribataries of 
the Mississtppi, and bearmg their crews and 
in many instances the families ef the pro- 
prieto The destruction of these boats was 
so-sudden and complete that not more than 
twenty of them were saved, the rest going 
down with all on board. Of the steamboats 
in port at the time the St. Lawrence 
was lifted up bodily of 
water and n dashed down- 
ward, sinking with all on board. The 
steamboat Hinds was capsized and sunk, 
while the steamboat Prairie had all her 
upper works destroyed, leaving only the hull 
and machinery. Her commander, Capt. Free- 
ligh, escaped death with some of hig crew, 
but a number of persons ou the boat were 
killed or. drowned in the river. The 
ferry-boat blying between the city and 
the Louisiana shore was also sunk with 
all on board. It was never ascer- 
tained how many people perished in 
the river, but the number was believed 
to not less than 300. Mast of the 
people ou the boats, and especially on tne 
flatboats, were strangers, and no pre r ac- 
count could de taken of them. In city’ 
forty-six persons were killed, the bodies hav- 
ing n recovered, but in none of the papers 
of that period that have been accessible to 
the writer, certainly in none of the city pa- 
rs, are the names of these forty-six victims 
be found.

Development of a Scandal in Connec- 
tion with the Landing of a Lot 
of Chinese Coolies--Who 
Got a Thousand 
Dollars ? 


SAN Francisco, Cal., June 28.—([Special.) 
—Another: scandal has come to light 
seriously affecting the already much- 
tainted reputation of San Francisco offi- 
cials. The last China steamer brought 
suit recently begun 
in Hong Kong by the owners of the British 
tramp steamer Triumph against Leong Tai, 
who chartered the vessel. for certain disburse- 
ments to be made in this city. 
items of the bill was one for $1,000 for pres- 
ents to officials at San Francisco. The Tri- 
umph arrived at this harbor July B with 7% 
Chinese, the larger portion of whom were 
consigned to Portland, Ore. She was the 
last steamer which brought coolies to this 
country, and as the exclusion act was to go 
into effect Aug, 6 much depended on not 
meeting with any difficulties from the offi- 
cials. A detention of afew days would be 
diastrous to the charterer? 

The consignees of the steamer were W. T. 
Coleman & Co, Inquiry at their office elic- 
ited the fact that Capt. Gould, ot the Tri- 
uniph, had drawn $1,000 on the very same 
day the ship arrived, but the firm did not 
know what disposition the Captain had made 
of the money. The custom-house authori- 
ties had experienced no trouble with the 
steamer, nor is there any reason to suspect 
the custom-house officials. Only one man 
may be able to throw any light 
on the mysterious transactions and 
that is the quarantine officer. It is the duty 
of thisofficer to board every incoming ves- 
sel from suspected ports. Other vessels ar- 
riving from China with coolies had been sub- 
jected to vigorous inspections and fumiga- 
tion, Dut the Triumph escaped.this annoy- 
ance, Dr. W. M. Lawler was the quarantine 
officer, but is now ona visit to Europe. If 
he were here he could probably tell of indi- 
cate who the person was who received the 
preseyt of $1,000 which enabled the Triumph 
to discharge a part of her Chinese cargo in 
twenty-four hours after arrival in port, pro- 
ceed to Portland on the 29th, and dump the 
remainder of the living cargo before the Ex- 
clusion act went into effect.

Sueh was a 
brief but clear statement of the grounds 
upon which the decision was A li- 
cense is essentially granting a special priv- 
lege to one or more 3 not enjoyed 
by citizens generally, or, at least. 
not 8 a class of citizens to which 
the license belongs. A common right is not 
the right of license law. ‘The removal of in- 
dividual disabilities is not the granting of a 
license. The right of trafiic in intoxicating 
liquors for the purpose of drinking 
before the passage ot the Scott law was the 
common right of each and every citizen of 
the State. It so remained after its passage. 
No citizen or class of citizens is required by 
this statute to perform any condianon before 
the right to sotraffic shall rest in him, The 
right was not taken away from him. How 
then can it be said that the right to so traf- 
fic is a special privilege to any one under 
this statute? It is argued that the statute 
deprives a class of persons—to wit: 
All those who do not own real 
estate, of the right to continue or engage in 
the trafic. and the right is granted back to 
those of the class only who obtain the writ- 
ten consent of the owner of real estate to 
conduct the on his premises. These 
are not fair statements of either the terms or 
the legal effect of the statute. The personal 
right to engage in the traffic is not taken 
away from any person. True, it is made a 
misdemeanor for any one, for every person 
in the State, whether he be the owner of 
real estate or not, to engage in 
such traftic on the real property of another 
without the written consent of the latter. 
This provision, however, does not apply, as 
will hereafter be shown, to lessves in posses- 
sion under a lease executed before the pas- 
sage of the act. The offense here created 
can be committed 8 by trespassers and 
tenants holding under leases executed sub- 
sequent to the passage of the law—a mere 
restriction upou the exercise of an admitted 
right, and we think a very reasonable re- 
striction when considered in connection with 
the first clause of this section, which makes 
the real estate upon which the trafic 
is conducted subject tothe payment of the 
assessments imposed by the statute. To my 
mind it is a palpable misnomer to call such a 
statute a prohibitory liquor-law, and unless 
it be so no license or special privilege can be 
obtained under it, as was shown in Hipp’s 
case, supra.

Is the burden assessed by the first section 
of the statute in conflict with the second sec- 
tion of the twelfth article of the Constitu- 
tion? This provision of the Constitution 
reads as follows: Laws shall be passed 
taxing, by a uniform rule, all moneys, cred- 
its, investments in bonds, stocks, joint stock 
companies, or otherwise, and all real and 
personal property, according to its true value 
in money.“ 

We are not disposed to question the cor- 
rectness of the repeated decisions of this 
court that the above section of the Consti- 
tution furnishes the governing -principle for 
all laws levying taxes for general revenue, 
whether for State, county, township, or mu- 
nicipal purposes. It by no means follows, 
however, that no on can constitution- 
ally come into the public revenues except 
such as are raised by such taxation. And it 
is equally well settled that burdens in the 
form of license taxes may be imposed upon 
certain classes of business which, in their 
nature, are injurious to the public welfare, 
‘and moneys tius raised are properly placed in 
the public revenues, although it would be in 
violation of Sec. 2 Art. 12, to impose such 
burdens merely for the purpose of raising 
public revenue. (The authorities on these

WHAT DOES THE IOWA TEMPERANCE 
RESOLUTION MEAN? 

Ie prohibition: issue was recognized in 
advance as the leading subject for the con- 
sideration of the Republican State Conven- 
tion in Iowa, and the action of that body 
turned entirely upon the proposed treatment’ 
of the liquor question. The Committee on 
Resolutions seems to have been made up 
wholly with reference to this one issue, 
and hence it is unfortunate that the prohibi- 
tion resolution proves to.be ambiguous and 
unsatisfactory. The text of the resolution is 
as follows:

There 
are at least three ways of viewing it. 

1. Did the convention intend to impress 
upon the people of Iowa that a Republican 
Legislature would commence de novo to pre- 
pare and submit a prohibitory amendment 
according to the requisit forms, which re- 
quires that it shall be passed by two Leis- 
latures ? 

2. Does the resolution mean that the lrregu- 
lar constitutional amendment is to be treated 
as valid and binding in spite of the Supreme 
Court’s decision that it is null and void? 
And, in such tase, how is a Legislature 
dominated by Republicans or any other 
party to pass laws enforcing prohibition 
under the authority of a constitutional 
amendment which the Supreme, Court says 
was not adopted and the authority of which 
will not be recognized ? 

It is hard to conceive that a convention of 
orderly and intelligent citizens would com- 
mit themselves to a position which is at once 
revolutionary and absurd—revolutionary be- 
cause it would contemplate a nullification of 
the Suprem’ Court’s decision, and absurd 
because there would be no way to enforce any 
legislative enactments passed in conformance 
with a constitutional amendment which the 
highest judicial tribunal declares has no ex- 
istence. And yet the action of the conven- 
tion in rejecting Judge Day on account 
of his share in rendering the decision 
against the prohibition amendment and 
in substituting a man not his equal 
in legal ability as a candidate for 
the Supreme Bench would indicate 
that the convention entertained the revolu- 
tionary and absurd intention we have de- 
scribed. Certainly the delegates who voted 
against Judge Day and defeated his nomina- 
tion will not be willing to admit that they 
did so in order to punish him for being true 
to his own convictions of Jaw on the bench, 
for such a course would soon result in the 
prostitution of the highest judicial tribunal 
of the State te transient party tactics: but it 
would be still mote shortsighted and unpa- 
triotic for any party to attempt a nullifica- 
tion of the Supreme Court’s decision in this 
or any other case. 

3. Another construction of which the above 
resolution is suseeptible is, that the Repub- 
lican party promises the people statutory pro- 
hibition without reference to the attempted 
amendment. to the Constitution. If that be 
their meaning, then their resolution must 
proceed upon the theory that a constitutional 
amendment is not necessary to legislative 
enactments of a prohibitory character. The 
Constitution itself, and previous enactments 
of the lowa Legislature forbidding the sale 
of whisky, would seem to bear out this view 
of the function and authority of the Legis- 
lature. If, then, the Legislature of Iowa has 
full constitutional power to pass prohibitory 
Statutes, what benefit is to be derived from 
this constant and irritating agitation about a | 
constitutional amendment? And why was 
it necessary in that case to rebuke and 
punish Judge Day for rendering a decision 
which he conscientiously and undet oath 
believed io be correct? What mysterious 
power underlies a constitutional amendment 
which does not attach to a law of the State?

THE CHOLERA ON ITS MARCH. 

The cholera has at last reached the Med- 
iterranean, and, as usual, the European na- 
tions are beginning to manifest alarm and 
establish barriers against its progress when 
jt is at their very doors, though they have 
had nine months’ warning of its approach. 
Turkey, Italy, France, Epgland, Germany. 
and Austria are now anxiously striving to 
bar out an enemy by quarantine which nas 
already passed their united quarantine and 
is sending its scouts to their very frontiers, 
announcing the approach of the main enemy 
of destruction and death. 

The present visitation of this terrible 
scourge was first-noted in August last in 
the Sooloo Isiands, southeast of China, where 
it was brought by a steamer and deported

China, and vesselg soon carried it further 
north to Manila and Luzon, in the Philip- 
pine group. Its fatality was fearful. In 
Manila there was an average of 250 deaths 
a day from the 14th to the 25th of August, 
and Manila is not an unclean place. In 
all, no- less than 4,560 people perished in 
that city alone, while 20,000 died in the Soo- 
loo Archipelago before the ravages of the 
disease were stayed. In September it had 
gone still further north, and appeared in 
Japan and some parts of China, where Its 
fatality was equally great. 

During the winter months the disease 
seemed to make no progress, but it was only 
biding its time. In May it appeared in Bom- 
bay. It was on its western journey, making 
its way to the Mediterranean by its natural 
gateway, the Suez Canal. It was also re- 
ceiving reinforcements from that nest of the 


were returning to Mediterranean ports and 
to the inland towns of Egypt. More witha 
view to warding off the cholera from this 
direction than from the East Indies, which 
were farther away, an international quaran- 
tine was established at the southern end of 
the Suez Canal by fourteen nations, the 
United States among them. The Paris 
Temps very truly says: The English dele- 
gate to the Sanitary Commission at Constan- 
tinople prevented the taking of precaution- 
ary measures, declaring commercial interests 
were as important as those of public health.“ 
At first the quarantine was very rigidly en- 
forced, but the English constantly com- 
plained and interfered with its work- 
ings, with this result, that vigilance 
must have deen relaxed and that 
in addition to all the other miseries 
that England has helped to inflict upon 
Egypt she has now emptied the cholera 
among its wretched people. It is now ra- 
ging at Damietta, Mansurah, and Port Said, 
which lle near the northern end of the canal, 
and at Rosetta, which is a few miles further 
west. All these localities are on the séuth- 
ern shore of the Mediterranean, and the 
whole commerce of the canal passes in their 
immediate vicinity, Port Said being the 
business centre where all the canal of- 
fices are located. Meanwhile refugees are 
gaily arriving at Alexandria, the scene of 
the English bombardment which opened the 
Egyptian war, where it is also likely we 
shall soon hear of its outbreak. The Medi- 
terranean, which it has often crossed before, 
alone lies between the infected cities and 
Europe, with thousands of vessels ready to 
carry it across to Turkey ana Italy ‘on the 
one hand and to Spain, France, and England 
on the other. The promptness apd eagerness 
with which the European Governments are 
now moving show that at last they realize 
their danger. It hascome at the appointed 
time, for 1883 is the cholera year, and it 
has come by its favorit route, the Red 
Sea, which it seems to prefer to its old route 
across Russia. It may not reach this country 
this season, though it is a fleet traveler, but 
it is very sure to find us in 1884. Meanwhile 
the warning is clear and emphatic, and it 
will be the part of wisdom to take time by 
the forelock and be in readiness to bar out 
the plague by every means of resistance in 
our power.

WHAT DOES HURD MEAN! 

The Hon. Frank Hurd, free-trade M. C., of 
Toledo, O., while in Chicago yesterday was 
interviewed on Ohio politics. Among. other 
things he said: 


Reporter—What have you to say about the 
platform adopted by the convention? 

H Upon the liquor question the Demoorat- 
io party of Onio offers the only intelligent propo- 
ion. The Repubiican party declares for taxa- 
Won of the liquor business, which is already 
taxed as every other business is in Ohio. It pro- 
poses to select this legitimate business out of all 
others and put an additional burden upon it. 
The Democratic party proposes, in consideration 
of the danger beth to the public and the man eu- 
gaged in the business, to ask from him a license 
fee annually which shall enable dim to do bis 
business without detriment to the people and 
with the protection.of the law. 


This is the muddiest utterance we have 
ever, read. It is “confusion worse con- 
founded ’’—contradictory and nonsensical. If 
whisky-selling is a “ legitimate business.,“ 
and is already taxed as any other business, 
why does the Democratic platform propose 
to impose additional burdens upon it? Why 
does the Democratic party resolve to exact 
from the legitimate vender of intoxicants an 
annual license fee in addition to the regular 
taxes paid by everybody ? 

Is not a license fee an additional burden ? 
Suppose the State and county tax on a grog- 
shop is $5, and the proposed Democratic 
annual licensé fee“ is $200, is not that an 
additional tax? and wherein would it differ 
from the tax levied under the Scott law? 
Under the present Constitution of Ohio an 
assessment tax on grogshops can be legally 
levied, but the "Democratic lizense scheme 
would be illegal unless the State Constitu- 
tion was first changed to authorize a li- 
cense fee,” as Hurd calls it.

A tariff for revenue only is a tariff whose ex- 
clusive purpose is to provide a revenue for the 
support of the Government. If the present tariff 
should be so changed as to make it strictly a rev- 
enue tariff,aimimg at nothing but the raising of a 
sufficient revenue, the change need not have 
any effect upon the w ef Americana work- 
men. reason of is that the yoo age Be of 
revenue which we have to raise is 80 large that 
it compels us to impose rates of duty u 
foreigu goods amounting to ayorane 3552 
per cent upon everything imported; and 
cent is ample to secure every end that a? ~ 
templated by the advocates of roseation to 
American labor. The situation of the country 
ie thus seen to be such that there is no practical 
difference between free-traders and protection- 
ists, A revenue tariff is at the same time a pro- 
tective tariff. 


To political economists it is plainlyabsard 
to contend that a revenue tariff and a tariff for 
protection are one and the same thing under 
any possible conditions; their purposes are ut- 
terly different, the alm of one being to 
take money from the people and put it into 
the National Treasury, and the other to trans- 
fer it to the coffers of the manufacturers, 
which is a horse of quite another color; but 
the absurdity of the case is increased in this 
instance by the Sun’s assumption that an av- 
erage duty of 40 per cent all along the tariff 
line is necessary to raise sufficient reve- 
nue for the support of the Government, 
This is begging the question, and the facts 


do not bear it out. Last year on a 44 per. 


cent average tariff, mere was a surplus 
revenue of $150,000,000. The new tariff 
was only reduced by an average of 
4 per cent, which, with the large cut 
on internal-revenue taxes, will probably re- 
sult in a reduction of revenue of 40 to 50 mill- 
ions, but only 10 millions of it is caused by 
the tariff ‘reduction. There will still 
be a surplus of $100,000,000 or more for fur- 
ther reductions. It the principle of “ tariff 
for revenue only“ be applied, so far as prac- 
ticable, a schedule something like the follow- 
ing could be deviséd, Which would amply 
suffice for all the needed Government reve 
nue and still leave a considerabie surplus: 

I. An enlarged free list, which should in- 
clude lumber, coal, salt, iron and copper ore, 
flax, jute, bleaching powders, soda ash, as- 
phaltum, Portland cement, kaolin and clays, 
tropical furpiture woods, dyestufis, ane 
chemicals used in manufacture. 

2.A revenue tarif on imports, with a 
yield something as follows: 


Sugar—as now. $ 50,000,000 
Cotfee—three cents à f 14,000,000 
Tea—10 cents a poun «sees» 8,000,000 
Spirits, wine, and beer. 10,000;000 


Tobacco and cigars 6.000, 000 


Spices, cosmetics, fancy articies, ‘and 
miscellaneous luxuries 
Total revenue tariff 

3. A tariff levied on other imports, not in- 
cluded in the free-list or in the list of non- 
competing articles, but covering articles on 
which there is necessarily incideutal pro- 
tection, would yield, at an average rate of 
20 per cent duty, about $50,000,000 more, 

Thus a tariff constructed in the main upon 
revenue principles could be made to yield 
$150,000,000, which is only $65,000,000 less than 
the aggregate revenue from the tariff under 
the old protective schedule in 1882. Such an 
arrangement would still leave a surplus of 
$35,000,000 in the Government revenues, after 
allowing for the great reductions of the in- 
ternal revenue by the new tariff act. 

In the face of this exhibit of what a rev- 
enue tariff might be made to bring forth, 
along with a 20 per cent tariff on manu- 
factured goods, it becomes apparent that 
nothing can be more silly or deceptive than to 
contend, as Mr. Dana does, that “ there is no 
practical difference between free-traders and 
protectionists,” and that “a revenue tariff is 
at the same time a protective tariff.“ The 
New York Sun must do better than this or 
it will fail to satisfy the revenue-reformers 
with a tariff for protection and at the same 
time fail to satisfy the protectionists with the 
prospect of a revenue tariff. It is in danger 
of falling between two stools. 

FORAKER AND HOADLY. 

Perhaps the poverty of Democratic re- 
sources was never so completely exposed in 
Ohio as in the present year, when both the 
platforin and the candidate have been stolen 
from the Republicans; but it is worth while 
to recall the fact that this is by no means the 
first time the Ohio Democrats have drawn 
upon their opponents for men and material. 

Gen. Tom Ewing left the Republican party 
in spite. He had been a Kansas Abolitionist 
before the War. He went into the War and 
came out of it as a Republican. He was 
never anything else at heart until he became 
imbued with repudiation and irredeemable 
Greenbackism. Then the Ohio Democrats 
discovered that he was a great man, and put 
him forward for Governor on a@ patent plat- 
form to catch Republican-Greenback votes. 
When this experiment disastrously failed 
with a Kepublican soldier, they tried another 
at the next opportunity. They put forward 
Book walter, a high-tariff Republican manu- 
facturer, and relied upon his antecedents and 
his “ barrel” to catch enough votes to carry 
them through. But the result was even more 
disastrous than with the previous ex-Repub- 
lican, Ewing. This year they have again re 
sorted to the Republican ranks for a candi- 
date, and have selected an old-time Abotition- 
Republican lawyer, Hoadly, a companion, 
friend, and partner of the Abolitidnist, Sal- 
won P. Chase, who has never had any sym- 
vathy with Democratic, pro-slavery, State 
sovereignty, or free-trade doctrines, and on 
une very day of his nomination made an Ab- 
olition speech abusing and taunting the 
Democrats for their, lifelong hostility to 
negro equality. Their past experierice with

men who plied up votes for Vallandignam 
are not anxious to pay tribute to one who 
was in the habit of denouncing Vallandig- 
ham a traitor and demanding that he 
should be hung. If they could not stomach 
Ewing or Book walter, ex-Republicans, it is 
not likely that they will swallow negro- 
equality Hoadly, who fought and hated 
them for forty years. 

The fact is, there are two Republican 
tickets, and two. Repubi.can platforms are 
offered to the Ohio people. They havea 
choice between the genuine article and a 
cheap imitation. On the one side is Judge 
Foraker, whose Republicanism was bred in 
the bone, and who has been loyal to his tra- 
ditions and his principles. He went into the 
War when he was about 10 years old witha 
musket and knapsack, and fought his way to 
a Captaincy when he was only 2. When 
the War was over he studied law, and soon 
was lifted to the bench dy the Republicans 
of Cincinnati, where he now is. He stands 
upon a Republican platform, and his appeal 
to the people is honest and straightforward. 
On the other side is a renegade Abolition Re- 
publican, standing on a stolen Republican 
platform, insulting and humiliating to the 
old-time Democrats, and seeking reeruits 
from the Republicans by deceit and fraud. 
As between two such Republican tickets, 
the old mossbacks will prefer to see the 
straightout Republican ticket succeed, and 
the younger Democrats, many of whom car- 
ried a musket by the side of Foraker in the 
War, will vote for him rather than fora re- 
canting Abolitionist. On the whole, there- 
fore, the nomination of Hoadly may be re- 
garded as a forecast of Republican victory

AN IMPORTANT IRISH LAND COURT DE- 
CISION, 

The decision of the Irish Court of Appeals 
in the Land Court case, referred to in Tus 
TRIBUNE cable dispatches of yesterday as 

Chaine vs. Nelson case, is most impor- 
tant, Its effect will be to save the 400,000 odd 
Irish tenants who come under the rent-re- 
ducing provisions of the Gladstone Land gct 
perhaps fifty million dollars in the aggregate, 

The history of the case is this: Mr. Chaine, 
an Armagh tenant, was one of the first in 
Ireland to apply to the Land Court to have 
the rent imposed on him by a landiord named 
Nelson reduced. The case was listed for 
trial in October, 1881, but no decision was 
rendered until the end ot the following year, 
The tenant claimed, and the Sub-Commis- 
sioner of the Land Court decided—and the 
Chief Commissfonér also decided on appeal 
being made—that the new rent should date 
from the first “gale” (semi-annual rent- | 
paying) day after notice had been given by 
the tenant of his desire to have a new rent 
fixed. The landlord maintained that the new 
rent should date from the “gale” day next 
following the date of the court’s decision, 
and appealed to the Irish Court of Common 
Pleas, the Judges of which are May, Law- 
son (two Tory landlords), and Barry. This 
court, Barry dissenting, sustained the land- 
lord’s view of the cage, and reversed the de- 
cision of the Land Commissioners. 

This action was severely condemned by 
the tenantry, particularly by the Ulster ten- 
antry, who were the first to apply to the Land 
Court. They claimed that the decision was 
in plain violation of the spirit, if not the let- 
ter, of the act, and pointed out with consid- 
erable force that when the bill was in com- 
mittee Mr. Healy introduced an amendment 
which would leave no doubt that it was the 
intention that the new rent should date from 
the “gale” day following the time of the 
notice; that this amendment was rejected by 
the Government on the ground that it was 
unnecessary. The action of some of the 
landlords tended greatly to increase the anger 
and disappointment of the Ulster men. Lord 
Templetown, for instance, notifled his Mona 
ghan tenants that they should pay theoldrent 
until the gale day after the decision on pain 
of eviction. The Rev. Mathew Macauley, a 
Presbyterian minister, in a letter to one of 
the Belfast papers. called attention to these and 
other cases, forcibly pointed out the injustice 
of the decision, and advised an appeal to 
the court of last resort in such cases, the 
Irish High Court of Appeals. Fortunately 
perhaps for the tenants, the Judges of this 
court, with two exceptions, Morris and Fitz- 
gibbon, are Gladstone Liberals. Their de- 
cision rendered Wednesday reversing the de- 
cision of the Lawson-May court goes even far- 
ther than the decision of the Land Commis- 
sioner, and makes the new rent date from 
the passage of the Land act. This is as it 
Ought to de. It is in the spirit in which the 
Land act was framed and conceived by Mr. 
The action of the Court of Ap 
peals comes opportunely for ‘the Liberals in 
view of the contested election in Monaghan, 
where the Lawson-May decision was playing 
mischief with their candidate. It deprives 
Mr. Parnell of one of his strongest argu- 
ments in advocacy of Mr. Healy. It is 
hardly possible, however, that political con- 
siderations had anything to do with the de- 
cision itself, though it may have with the 
time it was rendered. The tenants cannot 
but feel gratefal and jubilant over it. It is 
millions of money in their pockets. 

Tux action of the Iowa Republicans in de- 
claring for prohibition must be read between 
the lines. Heretofore the party has always 
denied that the temperance issue belonged in 
politics, and last year it went only so far as 
to favor the submission of the question at a 
strictly non-partisan election. Because the 
supposed will of the people was (for good 
and sufficient legal reasons) overturned by 
the Supreme Court it is now held that the 
question of prohibition is inseparably blended 
with the greater one of the sovereign power 
of the people. The fallacy of this reasoning 
has been exposed time and again, but the 
prohibition zealots have had great success in 
infusing this notion into the minds of the 
people of Iowa. These fanatical extremists 
have learned that the pbliey of confusing the 
issue is the sign in which they conquer. In 
fact, all the indorsement prohibition has 
ever received in lowa has been gained by 
artfully blending it with other questions. 
Not in a singleinstance Has it been pre- 
sented to the people solely on its own wmer- 
its. Last year thousands supported prohibi- 
tion, not because they believed it a sound 
policy, but because the issue had been nar- 
rowed in such a way that a vote on the other 
side was held to be a justificntion of the de- 
flance and nullification the old law had 
suffered. No opportunity was offered to de- 
clare for high license, and voters were led to 
believe the only question was whether the 
saloonkeepers should receive a vote of confi- 
dence or not. In this way thousands 
were brought to the support of prohibition 
who would not have voted for it it pre- 
sented in bold relief on its own merits. The

By a vote of 145 to 140 yesterday the House 
of Lords rejected the bill permitting mar- 
riage with a deceased wife’s sister. It was 
on its third reading. Various attempts have 
been made during the last forty years to se- 
cure the passage of this bill. In the Com- 
mons it was generally regarded with favor, 
and was adopted by a small majority 
on several occasions, but when it came 
to the House of Lords for concurrence the 
spiritual Lords, as the Bishops, who held 
seats by virtue of their ecclesiastical position, 
are called, succeeded in wielding enough 
votes to secure its defeat. A year or soafter 
the decease of the Princess Alice, whe was 
married to the Grand Duke of Hesse- 
Darmstadt—which occurred Dec. 14. 
1878—the royal family became inter- 
ested in the bill. The reason assigned 
was the desire of the Duke to marry the 


Princess Beatrice, the youngest daughter oft 


Queen Victoria, for whom she issaid to have 
a passionate attachment. The Prince of 
Wales and his royal brothers who hold seats 


in the Lords have taken particular pains to 


be -present whenever the bill was 
called up, and voted for it—no doubt 
in obedience to royal command, 
Lord Dalhousie took an active 
interest in securing its passage, and in order 
to smooth the way secured a mass of testi- 
mony from this country to show that none of 
the dire results apprehended by the Bishops 
had ever occurred from such marriages. The 
smallness of the majority no doubt gives 
hopes to the friends of the bill that it may be 
passed at the next session of Parliament, 
— 


Tue Prohibitionists managed to secure a 
decided majority of the Iowa Republican 
Convention. The only contest turned on the 
nomination of Judge. The Prohibitionists 
were resolved to punish Chief-Juastice Day 
by defeating his re€lection, because he was 
one of the Supreme Judges who decided 
that the proposed probibitory amendment 
had not been legally passed by two con- 
secutive Legislatures, and therefore had 
not been properly submitted for the approval 
of the people. Judge Day came to this con- 
clusion conscientiously after a long and 
patient examination of the whole matter, 
not thathe was opposed to prohibition on 
principle, because personally he is in favor 
of it, and his own feelings urged him to 
uphold the amendment; but the informality 
and error was too palpable to be ignored or 
overridden. But bis sealp was demanded by 
the zealots who packed the convention. A 
roll-call of counties was called for, and re- 
sulted as follows:

AN informal election will be held through- 
out the Territory of Dakota Au. 1 for the se- 
lection of delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention which is to take the preliminary steps 
to secure Dakota's transformation into a State. 
The election comes at a time When the farming 
classes will probably be in the midst of the bar- 
vest, so that so far as the farmers are concerned 
there is a good chance that it ill go by detault. 
The inside history of the recent Huron conven- 
tion, which called the one to be held in August, 
reveals a strong underourcent of distrust 
and dissension among the politicians and the 
local partisans of North and South Dakota gen- 
erally on the main question as to whether Da- 
kota shall be erected into a State, and on anum- 
ber of small side issues Involved. Deiegates 
privately declared that the project would not 
meet with favor at the polls in many localities 
when the question turned on the adoption of 
the Constitution. By the action of the recent 
convention, however, thé people are left to no 
other course than the election’ of delegates, 
though that action really contemplates an un- 
authorized expenditure of woney, upon which 
there is no power to place a check. It is even 
urged that though the Constitution be adopted, 
the main plan may yet be balked for severai 
years by political combinations; and that 
in the meantime complications and costs 
will arise from the fact that the Con- 
atitutional Convention and the expenses 
incident thereto were not provided for as they 
should have been by legislative enactment. The 
conservatives also fear that if the admission is 
delayed Dakota will soou enjoy the luxury of a 
Territorial Legisiature and a rump Legisiature, 
with two sets of officers, whose authority will 
constantif eiash. Although the Territorial Cap- 
ital has been located at Bismarck, that city’s 
numerous rivals have not given up their dream 
of division and a resulting removal ot che Capi- 
tal. and the hope of another contest for a Cap- 
ital within the proposed new State is said to 
have played no small part in drawing 
the Huron convention together and mold- 
ing ite action. The counties and centres 
just south of the forty-sixth parallel are 
mt likely to be 80 affected. At Ab- 
erdeen, Reafield, Ordway, Columbia, and 
other places in that vicina ty, it fs asserted, the 
vote will de ten to one against division on the 
forty-sixth parallel, which would remove them. 
from the probable geographical centre in case 
the Territory is divided on the Missouri River— 
a division inimicai to the interests of Bismarck 
as the future C pital, it se and a train ot po- 
litical complications between the ambitious 
statesmen of the Territory are some of the un- 
pieasantnesses which enter into the mo: ement 
designed ultimately to admit Dakota as one of 
the States of the Union. —

DECEASED WIFE’S SISTER 
DEFEATED AT LAST. 

Lonpown, June 28.—The House of Lords re- 
jected the bill permitting marriage witha 
deceased wife’: sister on the third reading— 
145 nays, 140 yeas. 

June Ii the House of Lords passed this bill on 
a second readiag by 165 to 158. The Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of Connaught, and the Duke ot 
Albany voted for the dil, and the two Arch- 
bishops and nineteen Bishovs voted agaiust it. 
This, every one supposed, settied a question 
which had been at issue for over fifty years. 
The bill called out the largest kuown vote in 
recent times. “The passage of the second read- 
ing was due mainly to Lord Daihousie’s ciear 
and energetic management. It was followed by 
an explosion of clerical fury in the church pa- 
pers, which gloomily forbode social disor- 
ders of the worst kind. The coliection of 
some very effective American testimony pro- 
voked a bitter attack on America by Lord 
Cairns, who holds the United States responsible 
for polygamy in Utah. So stroug and deep is the 
feeling in Bogland on the question that two as- 
sociations have been tormed for its express con- 
sideration, the Marriage-Law Reform Associa- 
tion, organized in 1851, conducting the agitation 
in favor of the bill, while the Marriage-Law De- 
fense Association was orgauized in 1860 to com- 
bata measure deciared to be “fraught with 
grave danger and injury to religion, morality, 
and family life.” Lord Dalhousie and Lord 
Hougbton have been the especial champions of 
the bill of late years, and three years ago they 
were reGaforced by Dr. Bickersteth, the Bishop 
of Ripon, and the year before had the assistance 
for the first time of the Prince of Wales. Since 
then it has the custom for the Prince of 
Wales and all his brothers to go up to the House 
of Lords the day when the bill is to come up and 
to cast their votes iu its favor; but the Bishop 
of Ripon is the only member of the Episcopal 
Bench who has been able to cut loose from the 
absurd prejudice against it.] 


FRENCH CONQUEST. 
A VBRY SERIOUS STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

Lonpon, June %.—The Chinese Legation 
has a telegram from Shanghai stating that 
the report of a settlement of the Tonquin 
question had no foundation. It is stated that 
the French Embassador at Shanghai be- 
haved with great rudeness toward Li Hung 
Chang, who refused to meet the French Em- 
bassador again. They have not met in the 
last ten days. Li Hung Chang is returning 
to Tientsin, because he sees no chance of 
reaching an understanding. 

AMERICA. 

Paris, June 2%.—La France comments 
upon the report that Russia consented to 
offer her good offices in the difficulties be- 
tween China and France, and says the former 
had intended to ask the mediation of 
America, but the anti-Chinese measure 
adopted by the United States Congress had

[Cable Dispatch 40 New York Sun.|—Jews 
everywhere in Europe are watching with 
‘painful interest the progress of the trial at 
Vienna of the Jews who are accused of hav- 
ing murdered a young Christian girl in order 
to obtain her blood fer use in a religious 
ceremony. ‘The principal witness for the 
prosecution—the 14-year-old son of the chief 
prisoner, Joseph Scharf — after detalling the 
manner of the crime and how they held the 
victim so as to lose none of the blood, was 
cross-examined by his father.

BEEF FREIGHTS. 

DISCRIMINATION AGAINST DRESSED NAS. 

New York, June 8. — [Special.] — The re- 
port of Commissioner Fink on the proper 
charge to be made for transporting fresh 
beef from Chicago furnishes a curious illus- 
tration of the principle by which freight 
charges are regulated, It makes no account 
of the actual cost of transporting either live 
cattle or dressed beef over the railroads, but it 
undertakes to neutrallze the advantage of kill- 
ing the stock in Chicago and selling the meat 
in New York in order that the shipment 
of live cattle for slaughtering here may 
not be interfered with. It was dis- 
covered some time ago that it was 
cheaper to do the slaughtering out there and 
send the meat to our markets, and conse- 
quently it would bring down the price of 
beef. This fact and the interests of 
tlemen and butchers raised opposition at 
once to the new enterprise. The omnipotent 
railroads have been 2 to tor an ad- 
justment ot the difficulty. They are disposed 
to agree to make their rates high enough so 
that there shall be no advantage in slaughter- 
ing the cattle at the West. The figure recom- 
mended by Mr. Fink is 77 cents per 100 
pounds. The rates for dressed meais is 64 
cents. 


SCANDAL. 
ISAAC NEWTON'S IRREGULARITIES. 

New York, June 28.—(Special.|—A scan- 
dal has just developed in the Century Club, 
of this city, an artistic and literary organiza- 
tion. James Hearne, the steward of the 
club, which hasits housein East Fifteenth 
street, was dismissed from its service June 
18. Two days before he received a note from 
William Betts Lawrence, the Chairman of 
the House Committee, informing him that 
his services would not be required after that 
date. Dec. 23, 1882, Hearne sought Henry A. 
Oakley, the Treasurer of the club, at his ap- 
partments in the Berkeley Hotek in Fifth 
avenue, and made a voluntary statement to 
him to the effect that Isaac Newton, Chief 
Engineer of the Croton aqueduct, and at the 
time Chairman of the House Committee, was 
delinquent in a large amount. Hearne ais- 
played 4 book in which Mr. Ney 
ton’s indebtedness was placed at $1,281. 
Hearne then made an afiidavit before a 
Nocary Public that during the eight months 
in which Newton had been Chairman of the 
House Committee he had been supplied with 
liquors, wines, cigars, meals, billiards, ete., 
in the association rooms for his own use and 
on his own orders, and Newton 
invited other members to partake of 
the same with him, and had 
signed cards for them, which cards Newton 
had subsequentiy taken away and never paid 
his debt. In addition to this, Newton, he 
says, got over $1,000 worth of liquors, cigars, 
meals, etc., for which he never signed cards; 
had borrowed large sums of money at the 
club office, and also been guilty of numerous 
other irregularities. The matter has oeca- 
sioned considerable gossip, and an investiga- 
tion will take place. Mr. Newton is a prom- 
inent society man.

A CLOSE CALL. 


A Fire Breaks Out ia the First Floor 
of a Three-Story Frame Building aud 
the Occupants Narrowly Escape a 
Roasting. 

Shortly after midnight Thomas Moore, a 
saloonkeeper at No. 331 West Randolph street, 
began putting out the lampe before clos- 

ing for the night. In attempting to 

extingaish one of them de § slipped 
from the chair m which he was 
standing, knocking the lamp from the bracket 
and shattering it upon the floor, the oil at once 
taking fire and spreading rapidly to the sur- 
rounding wood- work. | 

At the time the fire started Officer Cornelius 
O'Shea was about to. make his report 
over the police line from the corner 
of Carpenter and Randolph streets, and hearing 
the crash ran tothe saloon, which he found to 
be in flames, the efforts made by the proprietor 
to extinguish it being without avail. The build- 
ing in which the fire was burning is a frame 
structure, three stories in hight, and the 
fire had started on the west side of 
the building under the ouly stairways lading 
from the upper floors to the ground. Officer 
O'Shea at once ran up the stairs, which were 
already burning, and, hurrying from door to 
door, roused the sleeping inmates. Returning 
to the street, he turned in an alarm from Box 
No. 382, and then ran back to the ape y the 
the weat side of which was now a mass of flame. 

M. J. Krumm, a fireman in Eogine Company 
No. 26, is the owner of the building and bis wife 
and five children occupy the second floor. 
Awakened by Shea's vicorous rapping Mrs. 
Krumm found ber apartments full of smoke 
and was barely able to make her way to the 
stairway and get ber children down through the 
smoke and tlame to the street.

Eect of His Retirement on the Politi- 
eal Horizon. 

A London correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post, speaking of Mr. Gladstone's euriy 
retirement from political life, says: Though he 
enjoys pretty good bealth, gives pretty constant 
attendance in the House of Commons, and 
certainly shows nosigu of intellectual failing, 
being as fully master of bis oratorical gift as he 
ever was, it is no secret for some time past 
he bas wished to reture from labors wien, at 
74 8 of age, it ig wonderful be should be at all 
able to support. Nobody expects that be wil 
consent to sit in another House of Commons, 
ner is it impossible that be may quit the Ministry 
even before the present House is dissoived. His 
departure would immediately change the whole 

litical horizon, for, strong and respected as 
ord Hartington and Lord Granville are, 
neither of them bas the same authority over the 
extreme left wing of the party as the present 
Prime Minister, nor the same hold on the im- 
agination ot the country. We all know from 
our personal experience bow hard it is to settle 
down to quiet, steady work when one is await- 
ing some event or some piece of pews which 
wili sensibiy affect one’s own life and prospects. 
The mind cannot beip ruuuins of on it from 
whatever else it ougbt to be bent on. One feels 
as if it were scarcely worth while to be taking 
pains about little things when some big thing is 
to happen speedily. mewhbat in this way the 
expectation of Mr. Gladstone’s departure bas 
begun to tell on the minds of Eogtisb politicians. 
They feel as if the present arrangements were 
only temporary. and cannot refrain from specu- 
lating as to the new developments they believe 
to be at band. Obviously the wise course of the 
Liberals would be to make the very most of the 
months or years during which Mr. Gladstone's 
leadership is left to them, by push through 
»easures for which his experience and authori- 
ty are desirable. But people can’t always force 
themselves to do the things which they know 
to be wise. However, it need bardiy said 
that if this feeling exists it ie wholly a feeling 
of regret and anxiety. Though Mr. Giadstoue’s 
reign draws to ite close, there is no signof any 
loosening ot the attachments of bis followers to 
him: nor has any owe yet begua to discuss 
publicly the new combications to which it may 
give rise.

THE NATION AT PEACE. 

“Our Duty in the Cause of International 
Peace was the subject of an address by Gen. 
Francis A. Walker, at Smita College, Northamp- 
ton. Wednesday. It closed as follows. 

Let us remain as we are without weapons of 
offense or defense. Let our title be the Un- 
armed Nation.” For one, while respecting the 
sentiment of thuse high officers of army and 
navy aud those members of Coogressioual com- 
mittees who feel themselves responsibie 
for the defensive condition f the 
country, and while entertaining no stroag 
autipathy to the building of a few fast cruis- 
ers, 10 carry our flag upon the seas, 1 trust 
never to see a floating castie, witha twenty- 
{our-inch plate and 100-ton guns, bulit for the 
service of the United States. It is, 1 confess, a 
new thought to me, and it may appear to many 
of you, on the rst hearing, unusual and vain; 
yet as I have earnestiy pondered this subject 
during the last few months it has grownto my 
view increasingly clear that, first, the exampie 

of the United States as an unarmed Fation, and 

secondly, the forces of its industrial competition, 
with the vast advantages whieh immuaity from 
conscription and armament will give to the 
people of this country, as to (ne production and 
distribution of wealth, are to become powerful 
agentsin breaking up the war system of the 
worid. Already tbis contemplation of our hap- 
pier lot is drawing the more prosperous and ad- 
venturous of the inhabitants of Burope, a miil- 
ion a year, to ourselves. Must not the time 
soon come when increasing iotelligence and 
strengthening seif-contidence on the part of the 
ple will lead them to demand that freedom 
rom conscripuon and war taxes be not condi- 
tioned upon expatriation? Be sure the demand 
will be made. Be sure when the demand is 
made in earnest the statesmen of Europe wil 
tind a way toabate and in time to abotish the 
war system. Will it be long poesibie for the 
nations of Europe, unless they can rid them- 
seives of this incubus, to withstand that compe- 
tidon,as we grow in numbers and prodective 
power, ana as the facilities of communication 
and transportadon are multiplied and perfected? 
i cannot think so. When we have become a 
hundred millious, when our agricultural pro- 
ducuop has increased twofold, when our 
maoufacturi ucdon bas increased four- 
told, all ot which will co to pass to thirty 
years, with the improvements in transit and 
traffic reasonably to de anticipated within the 
same period, can the effect of our competition 
be less than to compel the statesmen of Eurupe 
ple’s shackles and the bur-.

Wooden cotlins decay very speediiy, and 
those made of iron rust aud crumbie away ina 
very short time when subjected to the chem- 
icais of the earth. In the eurlier ages stone 


cause they preserved th» dead from the bands 
of the resurrectionists. Such a thing a¢ a solid 
marbie or stone grave is out of the quesaon 
now, however, except among willionsires, but 
the new burial casket invented by a C 

mun meets all of the ends served by the old 
stone ve. It is ia striking contrast with the 
dilapidated cloth, woo en, and iron caskets, 
and will supersede the necessity of vaults. 
Euch one of the caskets is a bermetically sealed 
catacomb in itself. They are lighter than iron, 
and the strongest casket ever made. The iu- 
terior is of perforuted zinc set on a wrought- 
iron skeleton frame. Both the frame and the 
zinc are embedded in the wails of the casket. 
The cement grows Bb rder with age.“

THE BATTLE OF YALE. 


Faller Details of the Fight Between 
Students and Policemen-—The Dim 
culty Precipitated by a Nervous Citi- 


zen. 
New HAVEN, Conn., June 27.—[Special. |— 
Five hundred young men, students. and 
graduates of Yale College, flushed with the 
joy of attending a score or more of dinners, 
gathered on the campus at an early 
hour this morning to celebrate com- 
mencement and Yale’s victory. over the 
Harvard base-ball nine. Just when the 
choruses were loudest and firecrackers ex- 
ploded with greatest frequency, a sensitive 
citizen living near the college telephoned for 
the police. Sergeant Bishop and a squad 
of policemen soon arrived, and the 
Sergeant, taking an elevated position on 
the fence, waved his arms wildly and 
demanded silence. ‘The students ceased 
singing and hooted the Sergeant, and one 
irreverent youth exploded a cannon-cracker 
so very near the official orator that he hastily 
descended, abandoned the idea of securing 
quiet, and sent to headquarters for 
more help. When it arrived the 
policemen scrambled over the fences, clubs 
in hand, and one of them shouted: “Club 
any man who resists.”” The students fought 
for atime, but their light canes were of lit- 
tle avail against the locusts of the po- 
licemen, and, when several gf 
the Yale men had been felled 
to the ground, one of them with agreat gash 
in his head, they retreated, and the police- 
men, entering the crowd, selected half a 
dozen men at random and started with them 
to the police station. Gen. Husted, who had 
beep out with the boys, came on the scene 
at this juncture, and insisted withemuch 
eloquence that the young men be released 
and allowed to resume their innocent 
amusement. This sentiment failed to soften 
the hearts of the policemen, but it 
awakened the boys to enthusiasm, and 
obe of them, thinking to encourge the Gen- 
eral to greater and more successful efforts, 
shouted: Go it, step-ladder.“ The General 
looked nervously about, pulled his nat down 
over his eyes, and hurriedly left The 
policemen carried their prisoners, to the 
station, where they gave the avai 
names: Richard A. Palmer, 22 years ol 
New York, stock broker; John “Williame 25 
rears old, Stamford, merchant; Frank 
rown, 23 years ‘old, New Yerk, 
grain merchant; William Watson, 27 
years old, New Tork, clerk; Charles 
J. Hall, 25 years old, Mystic, manufacturer: 
Albert A. Cheely, 22 years old, Buffalo, no 
occupation. City-Clerk Piggott became 
bondsman for the crowd. This morning the 
six men, who are all old graduates 
of the college, appeared in the 
City Court and. were each fined 85 
and costs. They paid and went their 
several ways. The firecracker fusillade was 
resumed about an hour after the men were 
arrested, and the police hurried back to the 
college, but the boys had outwitted them 
by getting on the roufs of the 
dormitories, from which * they kept up a 
lively shower of crackers until daylight. 
Great indignation prevails about the coflege, 
especially among the alumni. and if Yale 
wius the boat-race tomorrow a row is sure 
to occur on the campus if the pene at- 
tempt to interfere with the usual jollification. 
In view of last night’s oecurrence it 
is no wonder that ex-President Woolsey 
brought down the house when he said at the 
alumni dinner this evening that he thought 
the manners of the students had improved 
of late years, and the students of today are 
„more civilized than the the old graduates.

Your correspondent ‘is writing from this 60,

u cargo of wheat for Europe yesterday. Mu- 
waukee reported an active inquiry for wheat 
vessels to go to Kingston, showing that lower 
prices do attract some custom. The foreign in- 
quiry for wheat may have been stimulated by 
the reports that cholera is raging in the Orient. 
The closing of the Suez Canal from this cause 
would mean a delay of nearly three months in 
the European receipt of wheat from British 
India, and make an important difference to the 
demand on American reserves. 

Wheat was pretty generally margined down 
to o yesterday on July trades, and to not more 
than $1.00 on the bighest futures. Provisions 
were aiso “called” to a rather low point.

Itis 
the only legal ordinace that bas been before 
us except the one making the license year 
end Dec. 31. I can’t see any nullification in fix- 
ing it, as the charter gives us the right to do it. 
It is not in any way attempting to evade the 
State law. His Honor showed that at the last 
meeting, and the city bas the right to issue, sa- 
loon licenses until the Ist of July. All that was 
lacking was an ordinance fixing the license year, 
and this one Will do that. It only puts the par- 
ties in Chicago affected by the State law on the 
sume footing as others throughout the county 
and the State.

BARBED WIRE. 


The Recent Secret Conclave at Chicago. 

[Minneapolis (Minn.) Tribune, June 27.)—The 
licenses of the great Worcester monopolists 
spent the closing days of last week in secret 
conclave at Chicago, and the reporters in the 
dearth of facts fed the public with some very 
crude bits of misinformation. The press and 
the public bave from the frst recognized the 
gravity of this wire-fence contest, but there 
seems a lack of familiarity with thé connected 
history and progress of the affairs. A brief re- 
statement of the facts may therefore not be 
untimely. 

Plain chat is,unbarbed—wire had been in quite 
general use for fedcing throughout the West 
for some years before barbed wire began to be 
made in a small way under patents taken out as 
early 1868 by Kelley, and in 1874 by Glidden, ang 
others not so well known. Between 180 and 
1876 there were fully thirty different patents 
gracted to various parties on barbed- wire 
fences. But the business was in its infahcy,. 
Few realized what it was to become in half a 
dozen years. One of these few was Mr. Wash- 
burn, of Worcester, Mass. He conceived the 
idea of buying up all the important pa tents and 
making a great Monopoly. 

In February, 1876, Wasbburn & Moen obtained 
their subsequentiy famous “reissues” ‘of the 
Kelley and Glidden patents. The reissuing was 
ingenious. In this new form the patents con- 
tained and claimed much more than the orig- 
mals. Uoder these reissues the Worcester firm 
set up its so-called broad claim.” It heid that 
the patents gave it control of the principle of a 
barbed-wire fence, no matter by what device 
the wire had been prepared. Having secured 
the patents, baving bad them reissued with 
these new and sweeping claims, the next step 
was to secure a decision from the courts sus- 
taining them. This point was not gained for 
several years. Meanwhile the business bad 
grown enormously. Thriving wire factories 
had grown up everywhere in the Western 
States, competing with the large Eastern estab- 
lishments. The business was entireiy free. 
Makers knew littie about the patents, cared less. 

and were not interfered with. But Washburn & 
Moen were wietiy at work. In November, 1880, 
they gain their famous casein the Unitod 
States Circuit Court at Chicago, Judges Drum- 
mond and Blodgett deciding that the en 
patents were valid and in full force. 

The barb- wire business was brought to a short 
hait by this decision. Every factory in the 
country was practically closed. Every man in 
the country making, selling. or using barb- wire 
was liable tosuit for infringement, and manu- 
facturers were liable to pay ruinous back roy- 
aities. In this state of affairs Mr. Washburn 
and his attorneys summoned principal mau- 
ufacturers of the country to 1— them fora 
grand settlement. They came together in Ubi- 
cago in February, 1881, three months after the 
decision. Washburn was in a position to dic- 
tate terms, and each maker took the best be 
could get. About forty firms were licensed to 
continue the business, each being limited as to 
the annual tonnage of its qutput and each be- 
ing assessed a certain sum, larger or smaller, 
for back damages. r. Washburn and bis li- 
censees at thissame meeting fixed upon a cer-

seives to fight the matter through the courts. 

Meanwhile the Supreme Court of the United 
States bad indirectly struck a blow at the mo- 
nopoly by its decision on the subject of reissued 

atents io the celebrated case of Miller va. the 

rass Company.“ Inthis case a new and vaiuar 
ble doctrine was laid down. There bad arisen 
among a certain class of Eastern capitalists a 
very corrupt and rnicious. practice in thie 
matter of patents. It this article or commod- 
ity began to come prominently into the mar- 
kets, they had a practicn of rummaging 
among old and abandoned mn oes oe 
til they found something in 
wise relating to the noW popular Sommoaity. of 
course this old patent could be bought up 3 
song. They would then bave it retssued”’ 
so broadened and strengthened as to —＋ it 
valuable and to 1 them a monopolizing power 
over the commodity. It was to check this dau- 
gerous practice that the Supreme Court laid 
down in the case of Müller vs. tne Brass Com- 
pany a set of new and stringent rules govern- 
ing the 14 of patents. 

The new doctrine threw a cloud over the Glid- 
den and Kelley barbed-wire patents and the 
Chicago Drummond-Blodgett decision. It gave 
the lowa farmers their basis for a case. Under 
the countenance of the Farmers’ Association, 
several other “moonshining’’ factories rose 
and grew like mushrooms into large business by 
their ability to undersell the monopolists. 
Washburn & Moen entered suits and petitions 
against all these moonghiners. But the United 
States courts in Iowa and Missouri showed trom 
the firsta lack of eager interest in Mr. Wash- 
burn’s welfare and an entire unwillingness to 
graut preliminary injunctions closing unlicensed 
establishments. 

lustead of carrying the suit against the farm- 
ers through the courts, the monopolists took a 
more characteristic plan. They bought up the 
Des Moines manufacturer, who was the agent 
for the farmers’ association. The brunt ot the 
tight on the broad claim was borne by a 
plucky frm of ** moonshiners at Grinnell, Ia., 
known as the Grinnell Wire Company, and their 
able young attorney, Mr. A. B. Cummins, of Des 
Moines. They deserve personal mention, for 
their victory has been the victory of the agri- 
cultura) interests of the whole West—a victory 
which will save millions every year. This de- 
cision was made by United Staes Judges Mc- 
Crary, Love, and Treat in the Circuit Court for 
the Southern District of Iowa last month. It 
deciares the Keliey and Glidden reissued 
patents invalid, and forever disposes of the 
% broad claim to the principle of a wire fence.

Tue Litigation Over the Title to South 


Lynn. 

Judge Tuley yesterday morning decided the 
case of J. W. Drexel against Ellen P. Vail, 
widow of Aéa Vail, involving the title toa large 
part of the subdivision known as South Lynn. 


This was a bill filed in March, 1875, to enforce a 
vendor's lien for about $250,000 on the subdi- 
vision above named. The property, containing 
in all 320mcres, was sold in 1869to Asa Vail for 
$168,000, with power to subdivide it into lots and 
sellthem.

tracts of sale made by Vail. In 1877 a decree 
was entered that the Vaile pay the amount 
found due, about $160,000, in sixty days, and in 
default thereof, that the property be sold. The 
mopey was not paid nor any sale had. Ip 1881 
the ails took the case to the Appellate 
Court by writ of error where the decree was re- 
ve An agcougtung was subsequently taken 
under thie Getisiog, Ane the master reported in 
favor of allowing Drexel interest for the whole 
time since the sale in 1 The final hearing 
was had a few weeks. ago before Judge Tuley, 
and yesterday the Judge‘rendered his opinion. 
He held that Drexel having taken possession of 
the property in 1875 and done acts which amount- 
ed to the forfeiture of the contract deprived 
himself of the right to coliect interest under the 
contract since that time. He having also taken 
on of the land, and the rental value of 
the same being iess than the annual interest, 
the Vails were entitled to elect whether they 
would receive the rents and profits and pay the 
interest or relinquish the rents and thus re- 
lieve themselves of thé obligation to pay inter- 
est. They bad made no such election, but, as 
the income of the property was less than the 
interest, it was to be presumed they had elected 
to relinquish their claim to the rents and pro- 
fits. A decree would therefore be entered in 
Drexel's favor for the amount due on the con- 
tract on the 234 of March, 1875, when the bil! 
was filed, without interest. This is to be paid 
within thirty days, or in default the premises 
are to be sold. The only property affected by 
the litigation is the part remaining uusol 
about 160 acres, as all the purchasers from Vail 
appear to have got clear title when they bougut. 
The amount due by the decree, inciud taxes, 
is about $160,000, which is rather more than the 
value of the property, so that the heirs of Asa 
Vail will not be likely to redeem.

Lake Freights and Charters. 

There has been a noticable decrease in the 
amount of tonnage offered on the grain market 
during the last ten days. Yesterday there were 
only three craft ready to load, and these were 
Une propellers. The offerings comprised the 
list ot engagements, althodgh there was a good 
demandforroom. Freights were quite frm on 
a basis of 2 cents for corn and & cents for 
wheat to Buffalo, and although better rates 
were offered, no change was made Owing to a 
scarcity of tonnage. A shipper was making 
active inquiry for a vessel to take a load of oats 
to Buffalo, but the only remain carrier on 
the market demanded 2 cents a hel, which 
was equivalent to 2% cents for coro, or 
one-fourth of ‘a cent above market rates. 
This the shipper refused to give, and the vessel 
was taken by another sbipperfor a load of corn. 
Later in the day the same shipper who had re- 
fused to pay 2 cents on his oats was anxious 
to pay the rate which he had rejected, but was 
unadle to tind ataker. There are some hopes of 
obtaining better freigbts today, as there will be 
but few vessels ready to load, and itis expected 
that the demand will be active.

An Important Marine Decision. 
The findings af the Maritime Court at Cleve- 
land in the case of a collision between the con- 
sort of the Oscar Townsend and the schoover 
Sunrise near Port Huron in 1881 were as follows: 


That the Sunrise was in ‘night time anchored 
in the St. Claw River, and within the channel or 
tead usually taken at that point by vessels com- 

ing down the river at night. That, although anchor- 
ing in the river in the night time or daytime is not 
n ly improper or ngerous; and although it 
may be customary to do so during stress of weather, 
vet when 80 dol in the night great care must be 
used to make a eroum and space in the channel 
for passing vessels, and tw so locate an- 
chorage as to avoid possible danger. That the 
Sunrise was anchored at a dangerous place in the 
river, at a point where there was a sirong current, 
and where her lights might easily have been con- 
founded zith those on the Canada shore beyond her 
by persons or vessels coming down the river, and dit- 
ficult to distinguish from them; that the Sunrise did 
not have at the time a suitable and proper anchor 
watch to guard her from danger from passing vessels 
coming down the river; that she did not put up and 
keep up in good order to the time of collision suita- 
ble and proper ancaor lights to notify ing vessels 
of her lecality,so0 as to avoid collision with her 
That she did not comply with Kule 10, Revised Stat- 
utes, Sec. (which requiresthat all vessels when at 
anchor in roadsteads or fair ways, shall exhibit where 
Uu can be seen. a white light o constructed as to

That she did not display, as it vas her duty, a torch- 
light when the lights of the Townsend and Ketley 
were first made as they approached ber, to enable 
them to see ber and avoid a collision. 

That immediately before the collision she failed to 
e her position, as she might have done by put- 
er wheel to starboard instead of to port, and 

thereby cause her to swing out of the way of the 
‘Townsend ‘Kelley, in all of which respects the 
Sunrise wee at fault and negligent; that the T'own- 
rend in coming down river occupied the usual 
channel or roadstead at the point where the Sunrise 
was anchored and located; that it had proper lights 
and a proper watch at their proper places. The lights 
of the Sunrise: being so dim at the time, were not 
seen by the Townsend far enough away to have 
avoided the collision, although proper distance was 

for that purpose. hen the lights were seen, 
being close upon the Sunrise, the master of the 
Townsend used per seamanship in trying to avoid 
the collision, and that, therefure, the ‘Townsend was 
not guilty of negligence or carelesness in causing 
the injury. The Keiley, being the tow, was guilty of 
no negligence, and therefore not liable for the injury 
to the Spnrise.

The Jenny Lind. 

Lieut. Newcomb, of the life-saving service, 
has been ordered to make a thorough investiga- 
tion Of the wreck of the schooner Jenny Lind, 
which occurred off this port May 21. and 
to make every effort to ascertain the 
direct’ cause of the disaster. The 
Jenny Lind arrived here about  wmid- 
night the fatal Sunday when so many lives 
were lost, and next to the wreck of the Wells 
Burt was the most fearful calamity resulting 
from the storm, as four lives were lost. The 
schooner, it will be remembered, made an at- 
tempt to sail in, but failed. Sue was huried 
upon the breakwater and then carried along the 
shore as far as Thirty-seventh street, where she 
capsized and immediately went to pieces. The 
official wreck report of another vessel wrecked 
at the same time assigns as one of the causes, 
No lights on the breakwater.” 


Died of Starvation. 

A pitiful story of suffering and distress has 
but just come to light through a report made at 
Houghton, Mich., by a vessel Captain arriving 
at that port. The keeperof the Passage Island 
light-house, lying diréctly nortbeast of the Isie 
Royale, concluded to winter on the isiand. His 
family. 80 report says, consisted of himself, 
wife, child, and father. Several weeks ago the 
father Was taken sick, provisions began to run 
short, and the son started in a boat “for 
the adjacent isiand to secure supplies and a 
doctor, if possibie. Over three weeks have gone 
by and no tidings have been received of the 
missing man. Several days ego a boat passing 
in the vicinity noticed a flag of distress flying 
from the isiand, and upon inspection found that 
the father bad died from lack of proper medical 
care and starvation, and also the child dead 
from starvation. The mother was aiso in a pit- 
liable condition, and must inevitably have met 
with a like fate but for the timely arrival. Care 
was taken of the bodies and supplies left with 
— woman, after which the boat p ou 

ts vey. Since that time nothing bas been 
heard from there, but it is hoped that some of 
the steamers arriving at Houghton will be able 
to give further particuiars.

THE VINEGAR LAW. 


The Frauds That It Should Prevent. 

CuicaGco, June 27.—[Editor of The Tribune.)}— 
Considerable interest is manifested in the law 
which goes into effect Ju.y 1, just passed by our 
Illinois Legislature, to prevent adulteration 
and fraud and imposition in the manufacture 
and sale of vinegar, and to protect purchasers 
thereof. This law was published by your 
paper, I believe, a short time ago among 
passed 7 oe Legisiature just adjou t 
was Overlooked by a large share of your read- 
ers, | judge, from inquiries. It is as follows: 


Suc. L. Be it enacted, etc., That every person who 
shall manufacture for sale. or shall offer or expose 
for sale, as cider vinegar any vinegar not the legiti- 
mate product of pure apple-juice known as appie- 
cider, una not made exclusively of apple -cider, 
shail for each such offense be punished by a ne o 
not lesa than nor more than 

Sec. 2. Every person who shall manufacture for 
sale or who shali offer or expose for sale any Vv 
ound upon test to contain any preparation of lead, 

ingredieots injariogs 
punished by 


copper, sulphurt acid, or other 
to health. shall for each such oflense 

a Une of not less than $ 

Sec. 3. The Mayor and Aldermen of cities may 

the Town Boards of towns may annually appoint one 
or more persons to be inspagtors of vinegar fur their 
respective places, who shail before entering upon 
their duties be sworn to the faithful discharge of the 


same. 
Those thorougbly acquainted with the matter 
know that there is a greater imposition and a 
larger progt by dealers iu vinegar shan ia per- 
haps any other articie among the common ne- 
cessities of life. This law, if half-way executed 
will prevent largely the sale of low-wine and 
grape-sugar vinegars colored for genuine cider 
vinegar. There is no objection to the sdile of a 
re low-wine vinegar as such. But the ma- 
ority of consumers prefer the flavor 
and use of genuine appie-cider vinegar. 
It costs more than twice as much to manu- 
facture a good articie of genuine cider vinegar 
as it does to make the bogus cider vinegar made 
by coloring white wine, soid as “Pure Cider,” 
“Pure Apple.“ and Pure Fruit vinegar. 

Manufacturers and dealers, knowing whe - 
erence and demand for genuine cider, in 
household use, color with burat sugar a large 
proportion of their white vinegar and place it 
upon the market as genuine cider, branding it 
as above stated. 

White-wine vinegar, so called, is meade from 
Indian meal and grape sugar for less than half 
the c of pure cider vinegar, yet itis retailed 
for tne same price wher! colored, giving some- 
body an enormous profit. The grocer’s mar- 
gin on vinegar is larwer than on any other sta- 
pie articie as it is now sold—usually from 100 to 
20 per cent, where they sell a thirty-grain - 
us (colored) cider vinegar, which is extensively 

by many vinegar manufacturers and gro) 


cers. 

At present retail prices every grocer can sell 
genuine cider vinegar of a 
make a good round profit on its cost to him. 
There is, therefore, no necessity, saymg nothing 
about honorable business dealing, of any such 
imposition or fraud of giving bogus cider whea 
his customer calls for genuine; nor of giv 
vinegar thirty-graif® strength when tbirty-five 
or forty grains are demanded for table use; nor 
of giving thirty-three to thirty-five grains 
strength when at least forty or forty-five grains 
are required for pickling purposes. 

There is no excuse for such imposition, and 
this law as fur as it goes should be vigorou 
enforced if necessary by inspectors appointed, 
for which provisions are made. A demand is 
arising from the American people to know 
what they are consuming and to have articies 
of food offered for saie under their true names, 
the same as is done in most 
of European countries, and this 
vinegar law is another step in the 
right directiow. There is no objection to the 
sale of pure white-wine vinegar; but let it be 
sold on its merits, and not masquerade under 
the name of cider, being colored only to mis- 
represent it; or, if colored, let it be sold ‘As col- 
ored white-wine or red-wine vinegar, and not as 
pure cider,’’ or“ pure apple, or pure fruit” 
vinegar.
